Plea strikes chord with South Oldham band director

A plea from Fulton County Elemen¬ 
tary/Middle School Arts and Humani¬ 
ties Teacher Stephanie Mora has paid 
off. After successfully implementing a 
band program at the high school level, 
Mora looked to Robert Parker, band di¬ 
rector at South Oldham Middle School 
for assistance. “The Fulton County 
Schools struck a chord with me,” stated 
Parker. “When I heard what Ms. Mora 
was trying to do.” 

“Mr. Parker understood our plight 
and need for additional musical in¬ 
struments,” Mora said last week. “He 
recently collected approximately 20 in¬ 
struments worth an estimated $12,000 
for our students.” 

“My community is very generous 
and it was very gratifying to help out,” 


he added. “I wish Stephanie and the 
Fulton County band all the best.” 

When Parker began teaching 22 
years ago his first job was to build a 
band program in inner city Baltimore, 
Maryland. “I know how difficult it is 
trying to get instruments for kids to 
play, “ he said. “Many people helped 
me out and I saw this as an opportunity 
to give back. I have been in Oldham 
County for 18 years and just knew that 
there were a lot of instruments not be¬ 
ing used.” 

Among those instruments was a full 
complete drum set, saxophones and 
trumpets. “Until we received those in¬ 
struments we didn’t have any trumpets 
in our inventory,” noted Mora. “We 
have received 17 of the instruments 
and Mr. Parker has three more to send 
us.” Mora and Parker are waiting un¬

Martin’s six months research adds 


til mid-May to make the exchange in 
hopes that more instruments will be 
donated. 

Mora is accepting instruments from 
anyone who is willing to donate them 
to the school. “Even if you see them 
at a yard sale or you have any laying 
around in the attic, basement, or closet 
of your home, we will take them,” she 
said. “We also received five new in¬ 
struments donated to us from Jupiter 
Music.” Those instruments include two 
trumpets, a trombone, a clarinet and 
flute, all newly refurbished. 

Those 20 instruments are for the start 
up of a band at the middle school level 
and students will be offered the chance 
next fall to learn how to play an instru¬ 
ment. “Right now we have 18 high 
school students and one middle school¬ 
er playing with us,” said Mora. “They 
have been learning the fight song.” 

The next step is adding a pep band 
to rallies and other school activities. 
Mora recognized there was a gap in the 
school - no district pride. “Our school 
board wanted to somehow bring music 
back into the district,” she said. “The 
last time there was a band here it was

FRANKFORT-The next 
two-year state budget includes 
over $7 million to fund construc¬ 
tion of a new elementary school 
for Carlisle County, three state 
lawmakers reported today. 

The 2014-2016 Executive 
Branch budget, which takes ef¬ 
fect July 1, authorizes the state 
School Facilities Construction 
Commission to provide up to 
$7.3 million in additional offers 
of assistance to build the new 
school if other authorized fund¬ 
ing mechanisms—including an 
additional nickel levy to debt 
service, new construction, and 
major renovation—are insuffi¬ 
cient to cover building costs. 

Representative Steven Rudy 
stated that “facility concerns 
have been mounting for the 
past several years in regards to 
CCES. Funding for this project 
has remained my top priority 
project and I’m thankful the en¬ 
hanced state match to the local 
the local revenue will be able to 
get this accomplished.”

Dear Dave, 

I’m 23, transitioning jobs, and 
I make $32,000 a year. I have 
$11,000 in a 401(k), and about 
$15,000 in debt. Should I cash 
out the 401(k) to pay down my 
debt? 

Cody 

Dear Cody, 

I don’t think so. When you 
take money out of a 401(k) 
they charge you a 10 percent 
penalty, plus your tax rate. Your 
tax rate is about 20 percent, 
so that means you’re going to 
take a 30 percent hit. While I 
love dumping debt, your idea 
would be kind of like saying, “I 
want to borrow $11,000 at 30 
percent interest to pay off my 
debt.” That doesn’t make a lot 
of sense, does it? 

I never tell folks to cash out 
a 401(k) or IRA to pay off debt, 
unless it’s the only way to avoid 
foreclosure or bankruptcy. 
You’re not facing either one of 
those situations, Cody. So my 
answer is no.

Dear Dave, 

What do you think about 
making bi-weekly mortgage 
payments? 

Jeremiah 

Dear Jeremiah, 

I think it’s an awesome idea. 
By doing that, you can pay off a 
30-year mortgage in about 22.8 
years, on average, depending on 
the interest rate. 

However, I would never pay 
someone a fee to set up bi¬ 
weekly mortgage payments. All 
you do on a bi-weekly schedule 
is make half a payment every 
two weeks. Since there are 26 
two-week periods per year, that 
equals 13 whole payments. It’s 
nothing magical, and it’s not 
difficult. 

Go for it, Jeremiah. Get rid 
of that house payment as fast 
as you can. Just don’t pay extra 
fees to make it happen!

Dear Dave, 

I owe the IRS $6,000, and 
currently I’m making monthly 
payments. Should I roll this 
debt into my debt snowball, and 


then really attack it when it gets 
to the top of the list?

Dear Jared, 

My advice would be to put 
the IRS at the very top of your 
debt snowball. Usually, when 
it comes to paying off debt, I 
advise people to arrange their 
debt snowball from smallest 
to largest, then start with the 
smallest one and work their way 
up. This doesn’t always seem to 
make mathematical sense, but 
the truth is personal finance is 
80 percent behavior and only 
20 percent head knowledge. 
Paying off some small debts 
quickly energizes you and 
gives you motivation. It makes 
you feel like you can really do 
it. Besides, if you were such a 
math genius you wouldn’t have 
debt in the first place. 

But the IRS is a different 
animal altogether. Their 
interest rates and penalties are 
ridiculously high. Plus, they 
have virtually unlimited power 
to collect. So put them at the top 
of the list, and get them paid off 
as fast as you can!

When it comes to comparing 
the costs of various colleges, 
remember that on the broadest 
level, costs are divided into 
billable and non-billable costs. 
To save money, follow these 
tips from the Kentucky Higher 
Education Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA). 

Billable costs are what you 
have to pay to start college. At 
a minimum, these costs include 
tuition and fees. If you’re going 
to live in school-provided 
housing, billable costs will also 
include room and board. These 
costs are called billable because 
the school will bill you for 
them. 

Non-billable costs include 
textbooks; supplies, such 
as laptops and tablets; 
transportation; and personal 
items, such as shampoo, clothes, 
entertainment, laundry, and 
other expenses. 

You can save money, 
sometimes a lot of money, in 
room and board and non-billable 
costs. 

Textbooks are expensive, but 
you can save money by buying 
used books if possible. Renting 
books is an option. Some schools 
now include the cost of renting 
textbooks in tuition and fees.

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this somewhat famous state line. 

Many points of references 
were discovered by Martin 
during the six months he did 
research on this subject. “I just 
decided it was time to stop,” he 
said at one point. “I think I could 
go on and on forever looking up 
information on the history of the 
Kentucky/Tennessee state line.” 

Martin touched on subjects 
such as the Royal Colonial 
Boundary of 1665, the first 
survey of Virginia and North 
Carolina in 1728 and a second 
survey 20 years later, 88 miles to 
what is now the northeast comer 
of Tennessee. He also referred to 
the possible influence of alcohol, 
Iron Ore as being excuses 
for mistakes in the survey. 
“These factors possibly exerted 
influence over the state line,” 
he said, “but the real reason that 
the line moved over time was 
because of technology, faulty 
reference tables and the first 
line ever surveyed which was 
impacted by the curvature of the 
earth and that was unknown to 
them at the time.” 

Other contributing events 
in history include the Royal 
Proclamation of 1763, the next 
survey of August 1779 which 
was the now famous Walker 
Line. Martin noted that the 
Royal Proclamation was rejected 
as people began moving west. 
“Walker’s assignment was to 
mark the line from Steep Rock 
to east bank of Chickasaw River 
(now the Tennessee River),” 
he said. “After 45 miles, North 
Carolina claimed two miles to far 
south and refused to go further.” 
This resulted in two different 
lines to Cumberland Gap as 
North Carolina stopped and 
sent their crew home. However, 
North Carolina Commissioners 
continued, camped nearby and 
continued to complain, added 
Martin. 

“But, Walker continued while 
Smith kept detailed notes,” 
noted Martin. “Up and down 
creeks, streams, made boats, 
killed buffalo and deer, laid 
still, encountered Indians and 
others. Many days looking for 
food, horses run off, people got 
lost.” During this time, they 
observed, continued on needle, 
sliding gently northward due to 
declination, all while building 
fires on high points so they could 
check back over the line of sight 
at night. The line continued to 
wiggle as they went along. 

On to March 1780, Martin 
continued to describe more 
details of Walker’s journey 
where they went over to the east 
bank of Tennessee, made a mark 
and went east to connect the line 
on Cumberland. “Problem is 
not only were they 10 miles to 
far North,” Martin stated, “They 
missed the line coming back. 
Needle would act in reverse 
going east so the new line slid 
south.” (This was fixed by 
Munsell & Bright in 1830.) 

“While Walker was finishing 
up at Cumberland River, he got a 
message from Peter Jefferson to 
also make a mark on east bank of 
Mississippi River or Ohio River 
whichever 36-30 intersected 
with,” Martin said. “He went 
up the Tennessee River, down 
the Ohio, making observations, 
ending up on the Mississippi 
River.” 

One thing Martin noted and 
couldn’t figure out is that the line 
strikes the river twice, which he 
pointed out on a map he brought 
with him. Maybe the Reelfoot 
Earthquake in 1811 and 1812 
contributed to this. “Wonder if 
the first strike moved into place 
due to Earthquake???” asked 
Martin. 

Virginia and North Carolina 
both enacted law accepting 
Walker’s line, even though many 
complained it was wrong. With 
people flooding into the region 
and land grants taking place, 
people continued to complain,

especially when markings 
couldn’t be found and trees fell 
as time passed. 

“Now it is 1800 and Kentucky 
and Tennessee are in a fight over 
sovereignty and land owner 
rights,” continued Martin. “I 
have read many of the letters 
and proposals made between the 
two states from 1800 and 1820 
trying to settle the issue. I noted 
many people in our counties in 
Kentucky and Tennessee were 
named after. Isaac Shelby and 
John Sevier were among the 
earlier ones. They were war 
buddies who helped defeat the 
British buy running a supply 
route through the Appalachian 
Mountains. Each of them 
became the first Governor of 
their state and participated in the 
state line debate.” 

As history progressed and 
other issues arose, the focus on 
the line subsided but was not 
over. Tennessee was still asking 
Kentucky to send parts of West 
Kentucky to Tennessee. “It got 
so bad that Kentucky at one 
point passed law that repealed 
all previous laws about the 
line,” stated Martin. They were 
posturing so Tennessee would 
be more agreeable about the 
dispute. The 1768 Fort Stanwix 
Treaty giving land between 
the Tennessee and Mississippi 
Rivers to Chickasaw, although 
claimed ownership the South 
Sea or Pacific Ocean. 

Martin also touched on the 
1818 Jackson Purchase along 
with Jackson and Shelby, 
governor and governor to be. 
“An agreement designated 
the Jackson Purchase as far 
up the Tennessee River to the 
Ohio River, to the Mississippi, 
down to 35 deg, which is the 
Tennessee state line and over to 
the Tennessee at 35 deg.,” stated 
Martin. “It also provided they 
pay $20,000 per year for 15 years 
(about 6 cents per ac) (2) to Cap 
John Gordon $1,115 and $2,000 
to Captain David Smith for cost 
to defend from Creek Indian for 
supplying themselves and 45 
soldiers against a invasion. (3) 
Paid one of the chiefs $500 for 
land given them by the tribe (4) 
$450 to John Lewis, half-breed 
for a lost saddle in service to US 
Gov. (5) $1,089 to James Colbert 
for what was pick pocketed from 
him in a theater in Philly.” 

According to Martin, this was 
new fuel added to the fire over 
the line. “The line that Walker 
marked would have put a great 
deal of Fulton County, 1/2 of 
Graves and 1/2 of Calloway 
including Murray in Tennessee, 
noted Martin. 

In 1819 Kentucky did a survey 
of Jackson Purchase, with 
Tennessee refusing to participate 
saying they might lose land. 
“Kentucky hired Alexander 
Munsel to do the survey,” said 
Martin. “By then they had 


better equipment with 40 years 
passing since Walker made his 
survey. They started where the 
Walker line terminated on the 
east bank of the Tennessee River 
and surveyed south to 36-30 and 
west to the Mississippi River. 
This was the first official proof 
that the Walker line was wrong. 
The Reelfoot Lake region, 
like nothing ever seen before, 
had to offset around it, with a 
3,000 foot error. The survey 
was not considered to be a good 
one due to the lack of trees to 
mark, hot humid conditions 
and characteristics of the land, 
swamps.” 

Then in 1820 it was agreed 
that the Walker line from 
Cumberland Gap to the 
Tennessee River was the official 
land and through the Purchase 
the line would be adjusted to 36- 
30, resulting in Kentucky loosing 
2,500 sq. miles to Tennessee. 
“The entire purchase eight 
county region contains 2,397 sq. 
miles,” Martin said. “In 1821 
Henderson was hired to mark the 
Purchase Region into territories, 
townships, sections, etc.” 

Even still, complaints 
continued along the line in 
the Purchase. “A new survey 
remarking the line was made 
in 1845 by Henderson,” added 
Martin. “Some of the same 
problems existed as in the past, 
including the need to cut trees. 
A great deal of or no unofficial 
markings had been made along 
the line. This found people along 
the line that were in different 
states than they originally 
thought. This was the same year 
that Fulton County was made 
from Hickman County.” 

Problems continued. “In 
1859 Cox and Peeples were 
hired to mark the line with stone 
monuments every five miles,” 
Martin noted. “They started on 
the Mississippi River and the first 
stone hit the state of Missouri. 
Again did the river move?” 

Stones were brought in and 
stone masons were hired to cut 
messages into the big stones and 
set the small stones at important 
locations. According to Martin 
Stone #5 is located between 
Freeman Rd and Jack Douglas 
Rd (TN) at 36-30-09 some 1,000 
ft to far north. Stone #6 can not 
be located but was somewhere 
near Hunter Whitesell’s front 
line and is at 36-30-07 some 805 
ft to far north. In Fulton the line 
at 36-30 is located somewhere 
near the ditch south of the old 
South Fulton City Hall. “Even 
though our line is off a little, it 
is the only place along the state 
line that is anywhere near close,” 
noted Martin. 

The 1820 agreement between 
Kentucky and Tennessee did 
not resolve all the issues. “The 
Supreme Court finely weighed 
in and in 1893 settled the 
issue once and for all in a case 
between Virginia and Tennessee 
by saying the line where it was 
marked and agreed upon by the 
states shall stand,” concluded 
Martin.

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progress made with MVP, in 
the possible expansion of their 
workforce, including a planned 
job fair for May 8. 

He also told the group 
Kayser has plans to bring their 
engineering department to the 
Fulton location. Crittendon 
said Kayser had recently sent 
a group of their employees to 
Mexico for training, and he 
had, at the request of company 
officials, travelled to Pueblo 
where he assisted the group of 
employees and met with some 
existing companies there as well 
as an association of Chambers 
of Commerce. He said he 
understood Kayser was hoping 
to commence with three shifts 
of workers, with the workforce 
anticipated to run 60-75 in a 
couple of years, and in four to 
five years, reach up to 120.
